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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 9-25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Allard et al. (US Patent 5,476,462). Allard et al. disclose a spinal connector system 
having a pair of hook members (Fig. 1, note that it would be assembled with multiple 
parts, see summary disclosure as plural), with each hook member having recesses (6), 
a later rod with first and second ends (1) wherein the end of the rod could be considered 
a flange portion, or at least a flat-based portion to connect as necessary to the hook 
portions, universal joints (see Fig. 4, to be inserted through the hook members as in Fig. 
3), comprising a locking sleeve (10) and a bushing (27) to allow the sleeve to be 
appropriately sized and allow the sleeve to be movable along the rod and which also 
would create convex and concave surfaces as they slide with respect to the rod. 

The universal joints are capable of permitting rotary adjustment between hook 
members and varying spinal rod alignments. With regards to this interpretation, the rod 
is capable of being spun, slid, or rotated in the joint prior to being secured. Additionally, 
before being secured the rod is capable of at least some toggle, permitting improved 
adjustment in the spinal transconnector system. It is noted that varying spinal anatomies 
could be a difference in vertebral spacing, compared to drastic, angular deficiencies in a 
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more extreme condition such as scoliosis. Thus, the joints are capable of adjustable, 
rotary movement for spinal correction. 

The rod also includes at least a midpoint and a tapered portion that could be 
considered a wedge member (Col. 2, lines 1-7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-30, and 34-50 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5, and 9-25 have been considered 
but are not considered persuasive. With regards to the claim amendments it is held that 
the claimed art still read on the prior art of record. It is noted that the joints are capable 
of being moved and adjusted if one chooses to do so. It is further noted that the law of 
anticipation does not require that the reference "teach" what the subject patent teaches, 
but rather it is only necessary that the claims under attack "read on" something in hte 
reference. Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 781 (CCPA 1983). Furthermore, 
the manner in which a device is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 
Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987).
